It 
is a showing of which Chicago may be proud at 
this time, and a good indication that the storm 
will pass over our heads.

THE SITUATION ELSEWHERE. 
Yesterday opened with a feeling of stupefac- 
tion rather than of panic in financial circles 
throughout the country. The New York banks 
held a meeting early in the day, and resolved to 
make a furtner issue of loan certificates 


to the amount of $10,000,000; to ask 
the Secretary of the Treasury to antici- 
pate the redemption of bonds coming due 
Jan. 1, 1874; and to stop paying large checks 
except through the Clearing-House. The last 
resolution was at first construed as a virtual 
suspension on the part of the banks, and pro- 
duced an unfavorable feeling; but later in the 
day it was conceded to be a wise precaution. as 
tending still further to economize the use of 
greenbacks, while satisfying all the demands of a 
condition of solvency. Checks of manufacturers 
and others having to meet pay-rolls of employes 
were paid in greenbacks as usual. In this way 
the day was bridged over without any bank fail- 
ure, although the private firm of Howes & Macy 
failed to open their doors. This is one of the 
largest banking firms in New York. It 
is believed that their suspension, unlike that 
of Jay Cooke and Henry Clews will be only tem- 
porary. The Union Trust Company announced 


the defalcation of their Secretary was only 
$400,000. In the afternooon a much better feel- 
ing existed both in monetary and trade 
circles, and the impression prevailed that 
the panic was over. Auction sales of stocks 
were made on the Real-Estate Exchange at 
better prices than the closing street quotations 
of the previous day. The grain and provision 
markets were stagnant, by reason of the im- 
possibility of selling sterling exchange. 

A bogus dispatch was sent out early in the day 
to the effect that all the Baltimore banks had 
suspended. Our special dispatch from that city 
shows that the only failure there was that of a 
private firm, dealing largely in Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad bonds. The reports from Boston, 
Hartford, Philadelphia, Richmond, St. Louis, 
and other cities, are encouraging and satisfac- 
tory. The only financial trouble abroad is the 
suspension of the firm of Clews, Habicht & Co., 
London, and that of a private banking house 
Berlin. 


g THE SITUATION AT HOME. 

The business password of the day should be 
**Forbearance.” The outcome of the present 
financial panic depends upon the extent to which 
forbearance and moderation shall prevail. The 
tendency in times like these is for every man to 
look out for himself and devil take the hind- 
most. If this fell spirit can be kept back, 
nothing can seriously impair the present pros- 
perous condition of the Northwest. And, in 
every event, the West will still be the granary of 
the world and Chicago the principal storehouse. 
Speculating bankers may suspend, moonshine 
railroads may be stopped, stock bubbles 
may burst, but people must have bread 
to eat, and they must come ‘here to 
get it. Even in the present stringency in the 
New York money-market, and though the panic 
has had a duration of less than a week, money 
is coming forward for grain. One express com- 
pany brought half a million of currency into 
Chicago yesterday. At this season of the year, 
the movement of currency is necessarily to the 
West. The farmers can wear their old clothes, 
but the world must have broadstuffs and provis- 
ions. If we choose to demand diamonds and 
rubies for what we have to sell, we shall get 
them. 

Here is a substantial basis on which our people 
may repose their confidence. Nothing but a 
spread of the uneasy feeling occasioned by the 
New York troubles can bring serious mis- 
fortune for us. It rests with the people 
of Chicago themselves to subdue the excitement 
or fan the flames into fury. We held our heads 
up under a ten-fold heavier calamity than the 
present emergency can possibly bring us. We 
saw from $150,000,000 to $200,000,000 worth of 
property converted into smoke and ashes within 
two days, yet we went on with new vigor, fresh 
‘impulses, and higher ambition. No such visita- 
tion has come upon us in this instance. There

CURRENCY IN TIMES OF PANIC. 

The project of authorizing the Secretary 
of the Treasury to receive interest 
bearing bonds at any time in exchange 
for greenbacks, and, upon the surrender 
of the greenbacks, restore the bonds, minus the 
interest meanwhile, has been frequently dis- 
cussed in this paper. During the temporary 
stringency in the fall and early winter of 1872, 
we published and commended a plan sketched 
by a banker of this city, which had for its pur- 
pose to secure elasticity of the currency. That 
plan was substantially as follows: That Congress 
should provide by law that any holder of $10,000 
or multiples thereof in any of the gold 
interest-bearing bonds of the United States may 
retire the same temporarily, at any of the Sub- 
Treasuries, under such regulations as may be es- 
tablished, aud receive in exchange an amount 
of United States legal-tender notes equal to the 
face of the bonds surrendered; and that, upon 
presentation of a like amount of such notes at 
the Sub-Treasury, to receive the said bonds, or 
their equivalent in kind, less the interest ac- 
crued during their retirement. That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury be required to keep a reserve 
of $40,000,000 in legal-tender notes, for the pur- 
pose of temporarily retiring the bonds, such re- 
serve not to be used for any other purpose, and 
the whole amount of notes issued never to ex- 
coed $400,000, 000. 

This plan is free from the objection of increas- 
ing the public debt; it is free also from the ob- 
jection of putting in circulation an amount of 
greenbacks in excess of what the business of the 
country may need. It hasin ite favor the con- 
sideration that it would advance the value of the 
greenbacks to that of the bonds, and to that ex- 
tent approximate to specie values. Whenever 
the country needed an interest-paying invest- 
ment of the highest security more than it needed 
the currency, the lattercould be retired, and 
when the country needed the currency, as now, 
more than it needed the bonds, the Government 
would save the interest on the amount of the 
bonds retired during that time. Had Congress a 
year ago made this provision, not confining the 
privilege to the 6-20 bonds, but per- 
mitting any bond of whatever issue 
to be thus exchanged for greenbacks, it might 
have arrested the progress of the panic; it cer- 
tainly would have enabled the solvent institu- 
tions to protect themselves, and, by paying their 
debts, have protected other institutions from 
embarrassment. 


The amount of 5-20 bonds held by banks in 


this country is limited; there are, however, 
10-40s and the new 5s, as well as the currency 
6s, which might have been surrendered, as they 
are held more generally by institutions which, in 
times of stringency, would gladly exchange 
them for greenbacks. The plan we have men- 
tioned suggested that the amount of legal ten- 
ders in circulation, including the reserve, 
should never oxceed $400,000,000; but 
this restriction is not essential. Any per- 
son willing to take non-interest-bearing 
greenbacks in exchange for bonds ought: to have 
the privilege of doing #0,—at least until specie 
payments are resumed. The objections to an 
unlimited issue of greenbacks do not apply to 
the case where there is a surrender of bonds 
and a forfeiture of interest to an equal amount, 
if the holder of the notes may at any time re- 
turn them and receive bonds therefor. So long 
as the opportunity of funding non-interest-bear- 
ing currency in interest-bearing bonds is open to 
every person, there will be no danger of an in- 
flation of the currency, and the notes must of 
necessity be of equal value with the bond. The 
Secretary of the Treasury has been en- 
deavoring to exchange 5 per cent bonds for 6 
per cents. If Congress would authorize him 
to make the new 5e exchangeable at any time 


at the Sub-Treasury for greenbacks, and limit, 


the issue of greenbacks to the sole purpose of 
exchange for such bonds, the new bond would 
have an additional value in the commercial 
world, and the greenback would have a fixed 
value which it cannot have now.

Great, the people of Chicago had very little

Their idea was not so much to get people into 
the city as to urge them to quit, and pay 
brief visits to their relatives in more fortunate 
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necessary for them to be represented here, and 
the moment they made their claims for space, 
and had those claims allowed, they became an 
active element to awaken their respective com- 
munities to the importance of what was going on 
at Chicago, and the necessity of their attending, 
in order to see that their townsmen had done as 
well as the representatives of rival places. 


To-day, then, the Exposition opens with the 


rival and competing cities. For, in this strife to 
advance the cause of industry and manufac- 
tures, there is no unworthy jealousy. Each 
gladly helps the dtber, since he thereby helps 
himself. For many days to come, the columns 
of Tun Tumon will be filled with its chronicle 
of the progress of the Exposition, its history, 
day by day, from the time the curtain rises and 
the manager makes his opening speech, down to 
the moment when the last act closes, the curtain 
falls, and the pleased spectators, wishing there 
were more, go to their several homes. Since 
the future, then, will be so full of labor, there is 
no better time than the present in which to re- 
late in full the history of the Exposition from its 
beginning down to the present day, to put to- 
gether in one place the information scattered 
through scores of papers, and to trace, from its 
almost unknown fountain-head, the progress of 
the undertaking which is officially opened to- 
day.

Beside the entrance of the east wing of the Old 
Court-House,—a monument of official folly and 
extravagance,—is a block of stone, on which are 
cut the names of those Supervisors who were

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SHIPMENTS OF WHEAT, 
Yesterday our elévators ware so nearly full that 
railroad companies directed their agents to shut down 
upon grain shipments, The facilities for moving the 
produce are not curtailed, neither are the offerings, 
but the currency is wanting, The Stock Yards are 
also being overcrowded with cattle on account of the 
lack of money to purchase® and forward them East. 
Within a few days it will be very evident that we are a 
mutually dependent people; that one community can- 
not suffer without other sections bearing their degree 
of the common misfortune. 


The financial depression will be generally felt, In 


to Monday the receipts of the road had not been af- 
fected. The road was 8 trifle behind in shipments, 
and this kept the men busy, but since Monday the re- 
ceipts had dropped very considerably. “ The fact is,” 
said Mr. Newell, there la no currency to be had, and 
the grain cannot be moved without it. You can ob- 
tain a great deal more information from bankers.” 

“Does the present dead-lock in freights throw a
